Claim 35 (New): The product according to claim 33 wherein the material from which the 
container is made is selected from cardboard, moisture protected cardboard, plastic or mixtures 
thereof. 

Claim 36 (New ): The product according to claim 35 wherein the container is made from 
moisture protected cardboard which has been treated with a moisture protective barrier. 

Claim 37 (New): The product according to claim 35 wherein the container is made from 

plastic. 

Claim 38 (New): The product according to claim 33 wherein the angle between the front side 
wall and the bottom side wall of the container is between 95° and 130°. 

Claim 39 (New): The product according to claim 38 wherein the angle between the front side 
wall and the bottom side wall of the container is between 95° and 1 15°. 

Claim 40 (New): The product according to claim 33 wherein the container comprises a single 
piece of material. 
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Claim 41 (New): The container according to claim 1 wherein the bottom side wall of the 
container includes a length defined between the front side wall and the rear side wall of the container, 
wherein the length of the bottom side wall is less than a height of the substrate. 
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
